ON THE ROAD TO DISARMAMENT. 


President Harding’s call upon the 
great sea-power nations for a confer­ 
ence tor the discussion of plans looking 
for a decrease in armament has been 
received by all concerned with much 
joy, judging by the reports sent 
through the news agencies of the va­ 
rious countries as voicing the opinions 
of the responsible heads of the various 
governments. In this country, as was 
to be expected, the move has the al­ 
most universal endorsement of the peo­ 
ple and the chief wish of all is that 
the convention will be held and some 
definite conclusion reached at an early 
date, to the end that the prodigious ex­ 
penditure of money necessary to keep 
up the present program may cease as 
quickly as possible. 
It is not denied that this disarma­ 
ment conference must lead to the oth­ 
er great necessity—a society of nations 
that will formulate and carry out any 
and all agreements that shall be 
reached. Call that society by any name 
you choose, a League of Nations, an 
Association of Nations, or a Society for 
the Preventation of Bloodshed Among 
the Nations, there must be such an in­ 
strument before a reduction of arma­ 
ments can be accomplished. 
Armament is designed to safeguard 
a nation. 
If a nation is no longer to 
be safeguarded by armament it must 
be safeguarded in some other way/and 
the only other way is by an agreement 
with the other nations to substitute 
something else for war as a means of 
settling disputes. 
This, in a nutshell, 
is the reason why Mr. Wilson’s plan for 
securing disarmament was sound and 
any 
other 
is 
unsound. 
Mr. 
Wil­ 
son’s plan—the League of Nations— 
provided the necessary substitutes for 
war, no other plan does or can. It is al­ 
together likely that when Mr. Harding 
and his advisers took up seriously the 
subject of reduction of armament, one 
of the first things that struck them was 
the absolute necessity of providing by 
some means a substitute for war as a 
means of settling disputes; and since 
this can be done only by agreement 
among the nations it was obvious that 
some sort of league or association of 
nations was necessary before any 
headway could be made with disarm­ 
ament at all. 
It will not be called a league, of 
course; it will be called an associa­ 
tion; and it will be built not exactly 
according to the plan upon which the 
“Wilson League of Nations” was 
built. That is made necessary by po­ 
litical consideration; but these facts 
are not what interest us just now. 
The 
thing 
which 
must 
impress 
thoughtful people is that the moment 
tile administration got down to the 
practical business of bringing about 
a reductnon of armaments it became 
obvious that the thing could be done 
only by the Wilson method—that is, 
only by the establishment beforehand 
of an international organization pledg­ 
ed to substitute reason and justice for 
terce as a means of settling disputes.

United States Forest Service Corrects 
an Impression That Has Become 
Almost Universal. 


It Is an old saying that most prov­ 
erbs are only half-truths. 
Some are 
wholly contrary to fact. 
For Instance, there is an ancient 
saw to the effect that ‘‘lightning never 
strikes twice In the same place.” This 
is absolutely untrue. 
The United States forest service, 
which dreads lightning as a frequent 
cause of forest fires avers that light­ 
ning has ‘‘zones of frequency,” where­ 
in it is likely to strike whenever there 
Is an electrical storm. 
It suggests 
that such zones might be mapped with 
a view to special precautions. 
These zones have reference to topog­ 
raphy, especially in mountainous re­ 
gions. A hill much more likely to be 
struck b^r lighning than any area of 
lowland because it Is nearer to the 
clouds. 
An isolated tree does not “attract” 
lightning, as is commonly supposed. If 
it be very tall, lightning is more apt to 
strike it than to hit objects in Its 
neighborhood because of its height 
merely. 
For a like reason the Eiffel tower In 
Paris Is often been struck by lighb 
ning. The lofty shaft erected in honor 
of the father of his country, in Wash­ 
ington, is a frequent target for thun­ 
derbolts, 
and 
has to be protected 
against them by an elaborate system 
of lightning rods. 
A high mountain top is sure to be 
struck frequently by lightning. 
Bul 
not so if its elevation be great enough 
to uplift It beyond the ordinary level 
of thunderclouds. 
In that case it wdil 
have a lightning-struck zone lower 
down, around Its sides. 
Often si lightning-bolt discharged 
Into Quartz rock or quartz sand melts 
the silica and forms a curious little 
pipe of glass, perhaps an inch in 
diameter and some inches in length 
Such 
pipes, 
called “fugurites,” are 
sometimes found in large numbers on 
mountain tops.

This he ground into the shape 
of a pen by rubbing it against the 
cell walls. 
He also made the first 
known ink tablets by preparing bread 
crumb pellets with his own blood. 
This happened about the year 1740. 
according to the French researchers. 
Metal pen points were not marketed, 
however, until nearly 60 years later.
